“Leaders A Must Lead’ 
Speaker Tells Group» 


“If we assume the role of leader- 
ship, we must lead.” 


So stated Seymour’ Kaplan, re- 


gional director of the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of B'nai B'rith in 
Omaha, 

By his statement on leadership, 
he was referring to the responsi- 
‘bility of such groups as. the 
churches, schools. and the citizens 
of this country. 

Speaking before the faculty and 


students at the Panel of Ameri-* 


cans coffee hour, Kaplan expréssed 
a need for “leaders with drive” to 
fight. racial and religious preju- 
dices that exist. 

In his talk here, he mentioned 
the five areas of discrimination in 
which prejudice is most prevelant, 
employment, housing, social con- 
tact, public accommodations and 
education. 

Need for Legislation 

He depicted the need for legisla- 
tive help in producing -a program 
of education to inform people of 
the seriousness of this problem. 

“The laws of the Jand,” Kaplan 
said, “are a reflection of the 
mores of the community. The law 
is the structure for a well-ordered 
society and is the will of God.” 

. Mr, Kaplan has been in Omaha 
for the past four years, and has 
“witnessed cases of racial discrimi- 
nation in the educational field. He 
pointed to a- specific case of a
